East Coast Commerce 
Struck by Embargo 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS | 
East Coast commerce took a one-two punch Tuesday from a 
tightening of the shipping strike and a Railway Express embargo 
on nearly all rail and air shipments into New York City.

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At the age of 48, just 18 years 
after completing the biggest year 
of any National League home run 
slugger, the Hackenschmidt suc- 
cumbed in city hospital. 

His last illness was diagnosed as 
internal hemorrhages complicated 
by a condition similar to pneu- 
monia. 

In 1930, with the Chicago Cubs, 
Wilson hit 56 home runs. No Na- 
tional League hitter has ever 
equaled that number. He even out- 
slugged Babe Ruth of the Yankees 
that year. , 

In. the same great season, Hack 
batted in 190 runs and that figure 
still stands as tops for the major 
leagues. It beat the 175 batted in 
oo Gehrig of the Yankees in 
1927. 

Only three players, all Ameri- 
can Leaguers, surpassed Wilsen in 
home-run hitting for a single sea- 
son. They were Ruth with 60, and 
Hank Greenberg and Jimmy Foxx 
with 58 apiece. 

Hack’s life in the major leagues 
covered exactly 10 years and it 
had plenty of color. He was in and 
out of one kind of trouble or 
another during most of his five 
years with the Cubs. They finally 
gave him the big “good-bye” in 
1931. 

Wilson then had a spell with 
Brooklyn but wound up in 1934 
with the Philadelphia Phillies, 
who had him only a month before 
handing out a release. 

After a few years running a 
sporting goods store in Martins- 
burg, W. Va., where he began his 
baseball career, Wilson turned up 
as a night club impressario in 
Chicago in: 1939. 

He reached Baltimore in 1942 as 
a tool plant worker with the Glenn 
L. Martin Company. After the war 
he held various odd jobs and early 
this year landed as a laborer with

Wilson’s last public appearance 
was on» “‘We,-the People” radio 
show in New York last Tuesday.

Hack always was remembered 
for his great year with the Cubs 
but he also had the distinction of 
being the “man McGraw forgot.”

Two years later he went to 
Portsmouth in the Virginia 
League. He hit .388 in 1923 and 
the New York Giants thought well 
of that. He made a good start at 
the Polo Grounds but went into 
a slump and John McGraw finally 
sent him to Toledo. 

The Giants somehow allowed 

the option to lapse and the Cubs 
got Wilson in 1926. He hit .321 
that year and went on to the peak 
in 1930 when his batting average 
‘was .356. 
| For the. 1931 season, the Cubs 
upped Hack’s salary to $33,000 
but his average dropped to .260 
and his home runs numbered 
‘but 13. 
_ He was suspended in Septem- 
ber, 1931, for breaking training 
and Owner William Wrigley said 
Hack would never again wear a 
Cub uniform. 

He was handed over to the St. 
Louis Cardinals, who wanted him 
only for trading purposes. He 
went to Brooklyn and played in 
1932 for $16,500, had an indif- 
ferent season and got only a $9,- 
000 offer the next year. 

At last the Dodgers dropped 
Hack and his big league career 
ended in Philadelphia. 

He is survived by his son, Bob-

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Round Robin System 
Would Aid Preps 


By JESSE OUTLAR 


The seven schools which compose what 
is generally referred to as the City League 
have, in the short span of two years, devel- 


oped healthy sports rivalries. 

As a result you find keen com- 
petition in all events involving 
City League foes. And it’s a very 
encouraging trend, for the players 
and school supporters get more 
kick out of a victory over an arch- 
rival than they do by beating just 
another opponent. 

In fact, it might be wise for 
Georgia’s 16 regions to seriously 
consider the plan which makes the 
City League tick. 

It’s very simple. Every school 
must play other loop members 

during the season. It’s the same 
system employed in the South- 
west Football Conference and 
everyone knows what a rugged 
circuit they operate. In other 
words, the round-robin method. 

We understand Sam Burke and 
several GHSA officials have given 
some thought to the plan. 

Among other things, it would 
abolish the absurd “optional meth- 
od” now employed, which enables 
a team in one region to win the 
championship in its own loop by 
licking an outside foe. 

Also, it would simplify the ar- 
ranging of schedules. A _ task 
which many coaches and athletic 
directors find rather difficult. 

Still another advantage would 
be the elimination of so many 
playoffs. With region members 
meeting during the season, 
chances of ties would diminish. 


Despite several rough spots, the 
Regional system has definitely 
been a boon to prep football in its 


first year. And the round-robin 
method seems to be what is need- 
ed to polish up some of those 
rough edges.

President Truman has named Dr. Ed- 
win G. Nourse, Chairman of his Economic 
Advisory Council, to direct the planning 
of the anti-inflation program to be pre- 
sented the Eighty-First Congress in Janu- 
ary. 

Dr. Nourse, one of the nation’s best- 
known economists, is qualified by long 
years of experience as well as_ unsur- 
passed insight into the nation’s present 
economic condition. But there is every 
present indication that his probable suc- 
cess in his new undertaking will stem, not 
from his own capabilities, great though 
they be, but from the fact that inflation- 
ary pressures seem quite definitely to be 
subsiding. 

A leveling-off has been apparent for 
some time in the entertainment field, and

Segregation Isn't the Issue 


Numerous Federal Court decisions in 
recent months have shown conclusively 
that the South cannot continue to deny 
equal opportunity for education to Ne- 
gTOes. : 

While some Southerners have feared 
the eventual impact of these decisions 
would mean Negroes must be admitted to 
all schools on a nonsegregated basis, The 
Constitution has held equal educational 
facilities to be the only way by which 
our traditional social pattern can be pre- 
served. 

The decision of a three-judge Federal 
Court in Oklahoma City Monday appears 
to support our contention. The Court 
denied the plea of G. W. McLaurin, a 
Negro, that he be allowed to attend 
classes on a nonsegregated basis. Mc- 
Laurin sometime ago won the right to 
attend the University of Oklahoma, but 
school authorities ordered him to sit in 
an adjoining room which permits him to 
see and hear the professors. 

The Court ruled McLaurin is receiving 
equal educational opportunities with those 
of white students, adding that it is “with- 


in the power of the State to recognize 


racial distinctions between its citizens 
and to classify them.” 

In other words, segregation within the 
State is no issue insofar as the Federal 
Courts are concerned. Had Oklahoma pos- 
sessed equal educational facilities in a 
Negro school, the Court’s ruling suggests 
there would have been no basis for its 
previous order permitting McLaurin to 
attend the University.

And Some Thoughts 


Reading the other day that the troops of | 


Israel had taken Beersheba, I fell to thinking 


about that town as I saw it two years ago. It | 


was pastoral and peaceful then, but the air had tension in it, as 
it always has had in Palestine. 

You go from the slopes about Bethlehem where the roses of 
Sharon grow like poppies; and come first to the town of Hebron. 


It is fertile there in the valley and the terraces of vineyards, | 


olives and fruit trees rise on each side. 

It is desolate again, going out and down the road to Beersheba. 
There are the brown hills, the goats, and the black hair tents of 
the Bedouins. You keep thinking that when the young Christ 
came to the country it was already old and had on its hills and in 
its valleys the ruins of ancient cities. At Beersheba there are towns 
which have been dug from the earth that date back to more than 
3,000 years before the birth of Jesus at Bethlehem. 


Beersheba The thing I remember best about Beersheba is the 
road dusty with a herd of goats, and the sight of the tall, slim 
minaret of the mosque, rising through the haze; graceful as a young, 
slim dancing girl. 

Now the Jews have the city and they will keep it, I imagine. 
Their army has fought well and has been so ably led that it won 
against what should have been great fighting odds. But, as it 
turned out, only the Arab Legion from Transjordan fought at all 
well against them. The army of Farouk, of Egypt, was soundly 
trounced. The Jews will not attempt to install a national religion. 
For most of them—especially the young ones—their country and 
their cause is their greatest religion. They are not only a new na- 
tion but a new people. 


Religion It is a happy thing, I believe, that religion is in- 

creasingly extending its field of work. It is coming 
down out of the pulpit and going into the market place. Somehow, 
in the Holy Land, I was never able to think of the Christ as in- 
doors, or as a hermit with a hermit message. I always found my- 
self thinking, “Here is where He walked and talked and here is 
where He sat and looked at the sea.” And I thought of Him, too, 
as preferring to be with people. 

This is a time, I believe, when more people are praying than 
ever before. They are seeking a calmness of <:pirit and mind. 
There is more need for spiritual withdrawal, as there is more 
need for religion to go forward and grapple with the complex 
social problems and responsibilities of our time. 


Forces To an onlooker it seems to me that religion has, with 
several notable exceptions, generally failed to realize 
the extent to which the individual is molded by both his environ- 
ment and the social forces of his community and his time. Re 
ligion, by and large, has failed to meet the challenge and the in- 
fluence of these forces. I do not mean this critically. One of the 
disturbing things about religious discussions is the many sparks 
struck off by such discussion. One of them almost always is, 
“Why be critical of religion?” This reflects, however, exactly what 
I have been trying to say. There are too many who look upon 
religion as a hermit, confined to the cave of a church building, 
wheré one must go to find religion. 

A minister complained to me a short while ago that too many 
persons confused the church with religion. They felt that if they 
could put in an appearance at church once a week, that was 
“religion” and all there was to it. “Many of my own parishoners,” 
he said, “make a dogma of going to church. They are there rain 
or shine, hot or cold. But, when I try to interest them in doing 
some outside work, they say to me, ‘Preacher, I put all my self 
in going to church. That’s where my religious interest lies. Get

3. Fewer foreigners apply for patents in the 
United States today than when countries like 
Germany, England, France and Italy had rela- 
tively free capitalistic economies.

Neither the letter of the Taft-Hartley 
Law nor the spirit in which it was written recog- 
nizes these fundamental realities. Therefore, why 
not repeal the Taft-Hartley Law and consider new 
labor legislation and procedures. It is common 
knowledge in Washington that many of the men 
who voted for this bill admitted that it contains 
a number of unsound provisions which must be 
changed. . One of the worst evils of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Law is that most of it’s unjust provisions 
are so cleverly devised from a le stand- 
point that no relief will be provided labor from 
tests of law. The Taft-Hartley Law attempts to 
force settlement of social and economic issues into 
the strait-jackets of court procedures. The whole 
history of the American labor movement shows 
that both workers and employers have always 
opposed such attempts. Now more than ever, 
we need to preserve and strengthen the basic 
principle of voluntary action which must and 
should characterize employer-employee relation- 
ships.

@ble to knock on many doors and get a hearing fot big interests they represented because of the 
handsome contributions those big interests had m®de to the Republican triumph.

They did fairly well, all in all, in a prelimi- 
mary sapping operation that w.akened some New 
Deal reforms and laid the dynamite for others 
they hoped to topple down with a big bang in 
the next Congress which, at the time, most every- 
body thought would be Republican, too. 

It has turned out differently, even with 
everything that big money threw into the pot. 
But this.is only a reason for renewed activity 
by big money, for it sees a real threat now. The 
President has a Congress much more sympa- 
thetic with his program than the last, or than 
the Seventy-ninth Democratic Congress before 
that. Lobbyists thrive on a tough one. They can 
draw more heavily on the home treasury. 


Every so often it's a good idea to explore the 
influence of big monéy on politics and see how 
$t'a done. For the sake of a healthy democracy 
$t’s salutary to take the system apart and see 
how it ticks. 


Consequently, what is needed is an old- 
fashioned investigation of lobbyists and lob- 
bying, and the interests back of them, such 
as we have not had around here for some 
time now. Lots of people are suggesting 
this, most recently, for example, the Execu- 
tive Council of the International Association 
ef Machinists. It adopted a resolution at a 
meeting here recommending a broad investi- 
gation by a joint congressional committee 
into all sorts of special interest lobbies 
which, the Council estimated, had spent 
$12,000,000 and probably more to influence 
the last Congress. 


The last big lobby investigation we had 
here was that conducted by former Sen. 

ugo Black, Democrat, Alabama, now Supreme 
Justice, into the utility lobby against the 


public utility holding company bill in 1935. The 
utilities, incidentally, would stand another care- 
ful scrutiny now, for they were very effective in 
the Eightieth Congress. Before that, in 1931, 
there was the Caraway Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee that devoted special attention to tariff 
lobbyists but went into other fields, too. 

It would be very helpful to the President’s 
program to keep such an investigation going con- 
tinuously while that program was being pre- 
sented to Congress. That was the technique of 
the now famous Truman Committee, which kept 
its eye constantly on the defense program dur- 
ing the war to ferret out inefficiencies, special 
favors and corruption. Like that inquiry, the 
projected investigation would be a mirror held 
up constantly before Congress and the public. 

Such an inquiry should go into the utility 
lobby to see how it was able to restrict public 
power expansion in the last Congress. It should 
go into the real estate lobby which, through its 
influence with only a handful of powerful House 
leaders, bottled up the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
long-range housing bill so Congress could not vote 
on it. It should go into the oil lobby which tried 
to get a law removing valuable tidal oil lands 
from cortrol by the Federal Government and 
putting it back in the States, where exploitation 
by private interests is much easier. 

It should go into the rallroad lobby conducted 
by the Association of American Railroads that 
put through the Bulwinkle-Reed Bill exempting 
that giant industry from anti-trust laws. A part 
of the amazing story of that lobby came out in 
exhibits submitted by the Justice Department to 
the Federal Court at Lincoln, Neb., but this was 
not widely publicized, and the public should 
have the whole story. There are others that 
should be exposed, including the medical lobby 
against President Truman’s health program.

what the oil moguls handed the representa- 
tive of Saudi Arabia to make him happy.

He ought to pay at least twice as much for 
everything because whatever it is that he is 
producing costs the consumers roughly twice 
as much. In many cases, he should be made to 
pay an extra penalty price for his eggs, under-

wages—say about one-third—represents sheer ex- 
tortion from the consumers. 

This is the money he gets for mock-work, 
loafing, some classes of portal-to-portal time and 
artificial overtime. Artificia] overtime is the 
double-time for Saturdays which the Govern- 
ment helps the unions to collect for men who in- 
sist on working Saturdays but nevér show up 
on Mondays. They get one day’s pay free and 
there are millions of them in on this. For that 
day’s pay they produce no apartments, no auto- 
mobiles or anything else. 


If my arguments seem to suggest dis- 
criminatory prices under Government con- 
trol and if that smacks of Fascism, I have 
expressed myself well. But discriminatory 
controls of wages in favor of certain groups 
are bound to inflict hardships on other 
bunches of people unless the same authority 
also compels the people getting extravagant 
wages to pay extravagant prices. It would 
be a wise criticism of the extortion of the 
building trades if their members had to pay 
six months’ rent for five months’ oceupancy. 


Your honest artisan really gets six days’ pay 
for four days’ work and even at that, his pro- 
duction is retarded so much that you would be 
generous in stating that he delivers three days’ 
work for six days’ pay.
